RESPONSE 

This responds to the Official Action dated February 22, 2002. Restruction is 
required between six different groups of claims. 

Applicant elects Group III, claims 17 to 19. This response is made with traverse to 
the extent that claims 13 to 16 and claim 20 (Group II) should also be examined with the 
elected claims as the scope of claims 13 to 16 and 20 will fall within the area of search of 
tlie elected claims. 




Item 7 of the Action argues groups II and III a draw to different products, however 
the cyanine dye of group II falls within the luminescent dyes (inclusive of cyanine) of 
elected Group III, hence it is not apparent this "difference" is significant, particularly as 
the cyanine dyes are included in both Groups.
